The floor furni- 
ture and other woodwork should be wiped 
with a cloth saturated with a disinfectant 
solution. not swept or dusted. Male pe- 
tients should not wear mustache or beard. 

All dejecta of ® consumptive person 
shouid be dertroyed or disinfected, and no 
one should sleep in the room with such 
a person, or in a room which’ has been 


occupied by a consumptive, unless the room 
has been previously subjected to the fumes 
of formaldehyde gas. Such rooms, with 

ill their contents. should ve thorough!iv 
“isinfected and exposed to currents of fresh 
ilr for several .hours. 

The health commissioner anounces that. 
upon application to him, all apartments 
that have been recently occupied by cases 
af consymrtion “will he fumieated and all 
sinks and closets disinfected free of charge.

Hebrew Tailor Tells Story That 
Holds Nan Patterson Guilt- 
less of Murder. 


DESCRIBES SHOOTING IN CAB 


Failure to Read English Respon- 
sible for His Silence on What 
He Witnessed. 


CHICAGO, April 21.—Samue) Eisenberg, 

who declares that he saw Cesar Young 
kill himself while In a cab with Nan Pat- 
terson In New York, was seen here last 
night at the home of a relative. Eisenberg 
is a Russian Jew, about 3 years of age, 
and unable either to speak or write Eng- 
lish. The story was procured through an 
interpreter. 
“ Hisenberg, who is a tailor, says that on 
the day of the shooting of Young he was 
walking along Broadway when he passed 
a cab in which a man and a woman were 
quarreling. The woman was crying and 
both of the occupants were greatly excited. 
At one time, he said, they engaged in a 
struggie, but it was of short duration. 

Finally the woman laid her head on the 
man’s shoulder. The man then reached 
around to a rear pocket and drew a re- 
volver, with which he shot himself. 

Pisenberg declares that he became excited 
by the scenes he had witnessed and hur- 
ried away. Being unable to read English, 
he saw nothing of the case In the papers 
and had nearly forgotten about it until 
the other day, when, glancing through a 
Jewish paper, he saw an account of the 
Patterson trial and concluded thet the cou- 
ple he saw in the cab must have been 
Young and Nan Patterson. 

Eisenberg has been in this city only two 
weeks, ccming here direct from New York. 
He did not know tonight whether he would 
return to New York to testify in the case, 
as he had recelved no summons.

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PLEDGES OF GOOD PROMISE. 

There id a ray of light in the consummation of the plan of 
monopolizing all the franchise monopolies in St. Louis by the 
North Amercian Investment Co., which is marked by the 
taking over of the United Railways Co. Mr. John I. Beggs, 
who is now at the head of the street railways and lighting 
companies in this city, as the representative of the general 
company, pledges his management to “better service, better 
ears and genarlly improved facilities.” He outlines an unexcep- 
tional policy of providing more cars, keeping them clean, im- 
proving the facilities north and south, insisting upon courtesy 
in -the treatment of the public and adherence to the merit sys- 
tem. : 

Keeping these pledges will go far towards justifying so 
great an extension of monopoly and reconciling St. Louisans to 
the placing of such enormous power over and responsibility for 
their comfort and welfare in the hands of one corporation. 

This much must be said in justice to the management of 
the North American Investment Co., that its control of the 
lighting companies of the city has been beneficial. Its man- 
agement lin the main has been marked by increasing courtesy, 
liberality and efficiency. If to these qualities were added 
moderation in using the great opportunities for profit exhibited 
by the improvement of facilities in proportion to an increase 
of earnings, the condition would be tolerable. 

When ‘the private owners of municipal franchises consider 
only opportunities for gain, to the exclusion of opportunities 
for public service, they have only themselves to blame if the 
people take radical measures to oust them from all public 
service opportunities and assume the control and management 
of their own fratchises.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch.

I don’t take the article as an ingult, 
mind you, but such a decidedly one-sided 
story, with such beautiful cartoons of Mr.

Hence, when others chairs block the way 
to the front of the office, and a larger roll 
of green paper, and when females entertain 
outside propositions, stenography shows 
no glimmer. of a light under a bushel, 
which business college life flatteringly 
promised. 

Why would a business manager marry 
his stenographer, unless he has seen in 
her a itact for managing his home affairs? 
Why would anybody blame him? Then 
why blame her? One thing I would advise 
is, when a man gets a good business prop- 
osition 1@ a woman, if he has head enough 
to know #, that he treat her as if she 
were worth while in a business way, and 
that he learn to appreciate a good thing 
when it comes his way. 

Perhaps the outspoken firms mentioned 
expect to find first-class stenographers, 
who will work for # or % per week, be- 
cause they are female.

Reing a female stenographer with ten 
years’ experience to my credit, I cannot 
sit by and allow myself and sister-workers 
to be brow-beaten in the fashion that we 
were in last Sunday's Post-Dispatch by 
certain business men of this city. Let me 
give you a little of my own experience. 

It will be ten years next month since 
1 graduated from one of the best business 
colleges which this city affords. A few 
davs after graduating-I accepted a position 
with a commercial house which I kept for 
over four years.

When “Ponca Bill” Took the Boat, 


He Had Dreams of Capt. Kidd 
and Thought the-Career of a Pi- | 


rate Would Be Proper Life. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SIOUX CITY, Io., Apr.!] 21.—Roy Ferro, 


alias “Ponca Bill,”’ the “boy who stole a 
steamboat,”’ has been sentenced to the pentl- 
tentiary at Sioux Falls for.burglary of a 
store at Watertown. 

Fero had a Sloux City record, which 
was furnished the Watertown sheriff by 
Chief Dineen. While here he’ was in jail 
frequently for petty thieving. The man 
was finally chased out of town on a va- 
gZrancy charge and. has not been heard 
from until his arrest at Watertown. 

While here Fero.was the object of the 
attention of a number of religious people 
who believed he was sincere in his deter- 
mination to reform. Efforts were made to 
get him a position and at one time he 
was furnished a room in the Y. M. C. A. 
building. He promptly repaid his benefac- 
tors by stealing a lot of clothes belonging 
to a roomer and selling the stuff at a 
pawnshop. On the proceeds he got blind, 
stuggering drunk and looted a tailor shop. 


He Stole a Steamboat. 

“Ponca Bill’ has a history wilder than 
the tales of Mark Twain, depicting the life 
of Huckleberry Finn on the Mississippi 
river, for the Ponca (Neb.) boy,—wohb was 
sent to the South Dakota penitentiary, was 
convicted nine years ago for stealing a 
steamboat on the Missouri river. 

Roy Fero was one of those long, hun- 
gry, lean, ornery boys who was bad all 
alone. He was seldom in deals with a 
gang, but preferred to do his jobs alone. 

In the fall of 1896 Ponca Bill began his 
career by stealing a steamboat belonging 
to the Argo Starch Works at Nebraska 
City. TRe boat was anchored on the east 
side of the Missouri river near Hamburg, 
Io. It was used to bring cargoes of corn 
to the big starch works at Nebraska City. 
Young Fero was out on a tour to see the 
country, and at Hamburg decided that he 
ought to see the great Missouri river to 
its mouth, and one moonlight morning stole 
across the big bridge at Nebraska Cty, 
“swiped”’ a small skiff and began the hunt 
for a steamboat which. would. serve his 
purpose. Dreams of Capt. Kidd must have 
crossed his brain that night, as he thought 
of the glorious trip to the gulf in the big 
corn boat. 


He Took Possession. 
Tle found it unlocked and the fires banked. 
The two men who cared for HK were in 


Hambure. as there was no ‘“‘quarters’’ on 
the corn boat. 

Carrying on several big- arm loads of 
wood to make a quick fire, young Fero 
pushed the boat out from the shore the 
best he could and started the engine. 
Soon the spires of Hamburg disappeared 
from view. 

The paddles were splashing and a stream 
of fire pourea out of the smoke stacks. 
But the boat needed little steam. The cur- 
rent was swift, and by daybreak the young 
pirate stecred into the harbor at Brown- 
ville, where he was, of course, arrested. 
As a result of this trip, Roy Fero was 
taken to Ponca, Neb., and tried for in- 
corrigibility. The judge sympathized with 
him, and he was sent to the reform school 
for boys at Kearney, where he received 
40009 demerits, a suit of grey clothing and 
a blue shirt. 

“Rill Fero” or Ponca Bill ‘was soon the 
terror of the school. He worked content- 
edly in. the shoe shop dufing the day, but 
his nights were devoted to making wild 
escapes. At no time during the day was 
it impossible for the boy to walk off the 
hill where the school was lecated and hide 
himself in a corn field or among the alfalfa 
fields, but he preferred something daring. 


A Daring Escape. . 

One of his thrilling escapes was on &@ 
bright summer afternoon in 1897 when he 
was “confined to the -hospital room.” 
Everyone was out where they could get a 
breath of fresh air. ‘Ponca Bill” slipped [ 
down to the rooms of the bookkeeper, John 
Brandt, now assistant County treasurer 
of Douglas County, and dressing himself 
in one of Mrs. Brand's summer gowns, he 
took a white parasol and went for a walk. 
sat reading for an hour, and then walked 
At a little bridge west af the school, He 
to the West Kearney station where he took 
a Union Pacific train for North Platte. 

Fero’s identity was discovered when he 
took of too much booze with the boys in 
North Platte and hed his clothing de- 
ranged. Back to the school with 2000 more 
demerits, only to make another, midnight 
escape, writing on the blackboard as he 
went’ out: “Some day I'll wander back

TO CHANGE RULES 


(F BASKETBALL 


PHILADBPLPHIA, April 21.—The Presi- 
dent of the Intercollegiate Barket Ball As- 
sociation has appointed a committee which 
is to meet at the University of Pennsy!l- 
vania May 2% and 27 to revise the rules of 
the game. In conjunction with the rules 
committee meeting there will be a general 
convention of representatives from all of 
the colleges in the country possessing bas- 
ket-ball teams for the purpose of organiza- 
tion. 

This meeting will also held at the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, d will occur at 
the same time as the intercollegiate cham- 
pionship track and field games. Among the 
changes in the rules which will be agitated 
= the following: 

Lengthening of the game by callin 
a. 2%-minute halves instead of the presen 


two 22-minute periods. 

2. Change in the size of the playing 
courts, faising the minimum sige from 2400 
square feet to 3000. 

3. Elimination of the rules which give the 
referee power of awarding a point when a 
player is fouled while shooting for goal. 

4. Changes in the method of «coring from 
foul, which will be brought about in one or 
two ways, viz., either lengthening the foul- 
throwers’ restraining marks from 15 to 2 
feet, or else altering the ratio of the value 
of the field and foul goals, making field 
goals count 3 points and foul goals as 1.
